the  word  nation  the  wrilei'  incliides  all  and  every  ]ittrt  of  the  Britisli  einpiri). 

Secondly — Tliut  the  jioorer  sort  of  jieople  he  set  to  work  proHtahly  to  tlieni- 

HOlvi'K. 

Thirdly — That  the  value  of  inonoy  bo  vi(;htly  bulat:ceil. 

It  does  seem  to  the  writer  that'  the  inoilern  pliilosoptierH  are  very  much 
inferior  to  the  wise  men  of  Kinj:  Kdnard  the  Thiril's  time,  on  this  very  iiuestioii 
of  I'ree  Trade,  ujion  which  they  now  so  much  pride  themselves.  The  iiien  of 
that  day  had  minds  of  vast  reach  that  conlil  niunnm'  "uch  wars,  far  (greater  than 
\\"lliiiKti)n's  wars,  and  .settle  such  a  Ooveriiniei't,  and  lay  the  foiiiidatioii  of  a 
Treasury  hy  trade — u  thintt  n(■cl:^sary  to  this  island  next  unto  its  ,'wii  heinif,  as 
may  ajipcar,  not  only  in  regard  of  the  riches  of  this  nation,  hut  in  regi'.rd  of  tlm 
strc'iiith  thereof,  and  in  vi'nard  of  ilie  niainteiianci'  of  the  Crown. 

The  value  of  our  Colonial  triiiie  will  he  hetler  I'stimated  hy  coin])ariinr  it  with 
our  trade  with  the  lulled  States,  which  latter  is  seen  in  a  statement  of  the 
exiiorts  .ind  iinjiorts  of  those  States  to  tiie  HOth  of  .Innc,  184r(,  as  puhlished  ill 
the,  Ti'iiiK  newspaper  in  .ianuary  last.  This  retr.rn  shows  that  their  exports  and 
imjiortti  to  and  from  (iieat  Itrilain  and  Ireland,  and  our  Colonies,  do  not  exceed 
twf'nty-one  millions  of  ;i(iiinds  ;  that  that  trade  is  in  their  own  vessels  chielly  ; 
ami  as  ll,;U('i,tyH  dollars' worth  was  aftrrwards  re-exported  hy  them,  tliey  were 
derivinp  a  priiHt  at  our  ex]ii'nsi',  as  factors  and  cairiers  to  this  extent ;  and  tlio 
actual  trade  with  them,  as  a  nation,  on  their  own  account,  was,  to  this 
extent,  so  mncli  less.  It  should  also  he  recollected  thiit  of  this  trade  the  larger 
share  <.f  profits  is  reaped  hy  America,  wo  havini,'  only  the  profits  on  one  side, 
or  tlio  smaller  portion  of  it,  while  on  the  freight  avid  siiippini.'  we  have  scarcely 
any  ;  ruit  as  rcffurds  our  Colonial  trade,  we  and  our  dependencies  possess  the 
whole. 

The  writr.  '.rusts  that  i  calm  consideration  of  th(!  foregoiiif?  proposit'oiis 
will,  at  least,  'ead  ref1(Tting  persons  calmly  to  consider  whether  something  more 
heneticiol  thill  our  jireseni  .system  is  not  ])rcposed  for  adojition,  and,  at  any 
rate,  to  carry  conviction  of  the  value  and  importance  of  our  Colonial  po:«8es8ions, 
and  the  nicessity  of  our  uniting  them,  as  an  integral  jiart  of  the  British  Eni|)ire, 
ratlier  than  as  Jh  pendencies,  which  are  to  be  neglected  and  misgoverned  to  their 
viiii),  and  our  injury.  _  „ 

ttS"  To  the  foregoing  proposition,  which  wn.s  proposed  to  have  hcen  submitted 
to  Lord  lohn  hnssell,  the  following  was  added  : — .\s  «  limpordrij  ima>ure,  the  Ooiern- 
innH  should  aiithorizi,'  flic  issue  hy  the  Hank  of  such  an  anioinit  of  notes  its  would 
rehnvc  the  n<ercautile  men,  taking  for  .siu  h  retvnmendntion  security.  The  interect 
foi  the  same  to  bo  tlie  JJanks,  and  that  intere.ot  not  .^•>  exceed  3  per  cent.  The  Govern 
nieut,  in  thus  forcf/oiug  its  riyrht  to  any  j-irtion  of  interest,  would  gain  more  in  credit 
than  the  -.voith  of  the  einount  irained  hy  its  participating  in  the  profits  accriiiug  from 
distress. 
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
